PLANNING COMMISSION 
New Delhi the 26th June, 1986 

G.S,R. 908.—^In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Planning Commission Class IV Staff Recruitment 
Rules, 1969 except as respects things done or omitted to 
be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
Group ‘D’ posts in the Planning Commission, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 

be called the Planning Commission Group ‘D’ 
Staff Recruitment Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—^These rules shall apply to the posts 
specified in Column (1) of the Schedule, annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay.^—^The 
number of posts, their classification and ffi® scales of pay 
Bttachied thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) 
of the said schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications 
etc.—Thss method of recruitment to the said posts, ago 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall 
be as specified in Columns (5) to (14) of the said Schedule. 

4A. Liability of persons appointed as Peons to undergo 
training os Home Guards.—^Notwithstanding anything Con¬ 
tained in these rules, every persons appointed as Peon under 
these rules excepting those. who are physically handicapped 
shall undergo training as a Homo Guard for a period of 
three years ; ■ 

Provided that tbs Commandant GcneraL Home Guards, 
may having regards to the performance of and standard of 
training achieved by any person during the period of training, 
reduce such period to two years for reasons to be recorded 
in writing. 


5. Interchangeability of posts.—^The posts having identical 
scales of pay and qualifications and similar duties may be 
declared interchangeable by the competent authority. 

Explanation—For the purpose of this rule 'competent au¬ 
thority’ means authority which Is competent to create lucb 
posts. 

6. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(1) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse livihg, or 

(2) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or 
contracted a marriage with any other person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such persoh and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax.—Wliere the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may, by 
an order, for reasons to bo recorded in writing, lelax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

8. Saving.—Nothing In these rules shall affect leservations. 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

Operation of Ship Earth Stations— 

“lOA. Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (i) 
of rule 9 Or clause (i) of sub-rule (1) of rule 10, 
any ship (other than a ship of the Indian Defence 
i^rvices) may operate its ship earth station in the 
Indian territorial waters or, as the case may be, in 
harbours in India for communication through the 
system provided by the international Maritime 
Satellite Organization (INMARS.AT) subject to the 
following conditions, namely :— 

(i) such operation shall not be prejudicial to the 
peace, public order and security of India ; 

(ii) it shall not cause harmful interference to other 
radio services operating within the boundaries of 
the territories of India ; 
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(iii) it shall give priority to distress and satety trans- 
missions in accordance with the Convention ; 

(iv) safeguards shall be taken as required by the Petro¬ 
leum Rules. 1973 made under the Petroleum Act, 
1934 (30 of 1934) during such operation in an 
area containing thf presence of explosive atwt, 
and, in particular, during operations relating to 
oil and other inflammable substances ; and 

(v) the operation of Ship Earth Station shall bo rtia- 
pended in such of the Indian territorial waters or 
harbours as may be notified by the Central 
Government.”
